The Weekly Market Report

Winnipeg, January 5.—An unexpect- 
edly strong wheat market has develup- 
ed in the past week, almost equalling 
some of the wild speculative bull mar- 
ke'ts of former days. Prices have 
climbed steadily from the 30th ulto. 
until the close of today’s markets 
without any reaction, and in the 
United States and Winnipeg markets 
the advances on the week stand at ic 
to Sc per bushel. Usually such large 
advances in so small a space of time 
are caused by a broad and strong in- 
crease in speculative huying on the 
part of the general public, brought on 
by some drastically unfavorable de- 
velopment in growing crops, pointing 
to a large shortage or failure in pro- 
duction, together with decreasing vis- 
ible supplies. Following on the real- 
ivation of such a situation, there grows 
the apprehension of scarcity of supply 
fo meet requirements Jater on, and if 
prices are on a moderate level, and the 
public have for some time previous 
been only onlookers, and sightly inter- 
ested in the markets, a buying meve- 


ment begins which frequently under 
such conditions, carries tho market 
out of the hands and over the heads 


of the legitimate trade in actual wheat 
until a point is reached at which the 


advance culminates, and from which, 
frequently a big reaction in prices 
takes place and sweeps away the 
paper profits of many of the specu- 
lative operators. While we were ex- 
pecting the wheat markets to continue 
firm during January, we did rot look 
for any such radical advance as has 
taken place in the first five days of 
ihe month, The explanation however is 


easy enough and the activity and ad 
vance has not been caused by epecula- 
buying, although that no doubt 
has helped. The cause has a stronger 
foundation than speculation, namely 
strong and aggressive 
wheat principally for export +o 
pe. Up to a week ago the Europ- 
ean buyers had banked on the Argen- 
tine wheat crop beginning to move for
